BOMBING WAVES 


The Germans are speeding-up the 
attempted evacuation of their men 
across the Messina Straits. Waves ot 
British and American bombers are 
smashing at small craft in the four- 
mile-wide straits, and troops and 
vehicles on the roads on either side 
of the evacuation ferry. 

Allied troops are also advancing on 
both flanks—along the east and the 
north coasts. General Montgomery’s 
right wing, which has occupied 
Acireale, 10 miles north of Catania, 
is now at the entrance to the coastal 
bottleneck on the east side of Etna. 

While General Patton’s troops 
have been held up by serious road 
demolitions along the north coast, 
units made a daring landing from 
the sea behind the Axis lines. The 
landing force, after surprising an 
Axis motorised column, has now 
joined up with the main American

The American north coast landing 
at, dawn on Sunday was the first sea 
landing since the original invasion. 
Coming up from the rocky coast, 
the landing force surprised a 
motorised column of infantry rein- 
forcements hurrying westwards to 
bolster the German 29th Motorised 
Divisioh against the Americans in 
this coastal area. 

In the ensuing fight along the road 
the shock of surprise at finding 
Allied troops behind their own line 
contributed to the disorder and dis- 
organisation of the Germans, of 
whom 300 were captured, the re- 
mainder retreating eastwards towards 
Messina. 

Along the coast, where entire 
stretches of the road have been dug 
out of the side of the cliffs rising 
sheer from the sea, the Germans 
have blasted away the road, leaving 
only a sheer rock wall impossible for 
traffic. 

Infantry has been able to clamber 
over the cliff tops, but the Seventh 
Army has been utilising for the past 
several days numbers of small boats, 
landing craft and barges to trans- 
port their artillery and heavy equip- 
ment around these demolitions. 

The equipment has been lowered 
on ropes down the cliff face into the 
boats bobbing in the sea below. 
moved around to the next spot with

MORE EXPOSED 


As the Germans fall back into 
more concentrated positions, they 
have become steadily more exposed 
to the fierce strafing and bombing 
attacks of Allied ‘planes. Apart 
from the road leading to the coast 
from Randazzo, now _ gravely 
threatened, the Axis troops have no 
alternative road traversing their 
northern sector.

Hill Clash ‘Cleared’ 
Way to Bronte 


Captain Sertorius, the German 
Overseas News Service commentator, 
wrote last night that the German 
and Italian troops, after carrying 
out according to plan some disen- 
gagement movements in the central 
and northern sectors during the 
week-end, are now, on a shortened 
front, again engaged in violent 
battles with the British and Ameri- 
cans pushing ahead towards the new 
Axis positions. 

On the northern coast, Sertorius 
said, American pressure had con- 
siderably increased, and east of 
Santa Agata strong U.S. tank and 
infantry units were supported, not 
only by numerous naval vessels, but 
also by an extraordinarily large con- 
centration of aircraft. 

It was doubtful, however, whether 
these fresh attacks were more im- 
portant than the continuation of 
the Allied attempt at piercing the 
central sector of the front. 

“There the centre of the fightin 
front ‘has shifted east beyon 
Troina and in the valley between

It is stated that the object of the 
rationing system is to ensure equit- 
able distribution of the available 
materials The Irish mills realised 
the need for rationing, and before 
the official scheme started they were 
rationing the available materials to 
their customers on the basig of pre- 
vious years’ purchases. No one got 
all he wanted under this system, but 
everyone seemed to get enough to 
keep going. <A few big firms in 
Dublin got very little, because they 
never bought from the Irish mills. 
On the 1st of June the official scheme 
started. The Department of Sup- 
plies considered that the most equit- 
able way to distribute the materials 
was on the basis of 1940 purchases. 
They may have had good reason for 
taking 1940 rather than 1939 or 1941. 
One would expect that the statisti- 
cians and accountants of the Depart- 
ment would realise that it is not 
possible to base an equitable distri- 
bution on ane year’s purchases, The 
average of the years 1939 to 1942 
would seem better. In fact, some 
of the mills worked on this system. 
However, the Department took the 
figures for 1940, irrespective of 
whether the purchases in that year 
were imported or home-produced, 
and, furthermore, the figure the 
used was the number of square yards 
purchased irrespective of value. One 
result was that manufacturers who 
had been using imported shoddy in 
1940 found themselves in possession 
of a buying permit for one-third the 
number of square y which they 
purchased in that year, only now

Messina, towards which the invad- 
ing armies in Sicily are pressing, is 
one of the most ancient cities of the 
island.
